an applicacion at their local county or district office of 
the Ontario Ministry of Agriculture and Food: 
2. The application form is in ovo parts: 

a) “Notice of Intent” 

b) “Application for Grant’ 

3. a) Before improvement work is started, file a No- 
tice of Intent form with the local OMAF office. 

b) Once the total value of work as indicated in the 

Notice of Intent forms reaches the roral value 
of the funds available in the program, no fur- 

c) After the work has been completed, submit to 

the local OMAF office two copies of the Ap- 
scriptions and individual prices of items and/or 
services purchased. (Copies of invoices will of 
be accepted). 

d) i) In cases where labour is hired directly, in- 
voices for wages must include, for each em- 
ployee, the name, hours worked and wages; 
and the wages must be signed as received by 
the employee.

e) Retain one copy of application for your records.

8) Application for Grant forms must be submitted 

to the local OMAF office by December 31, 
1982. If mailed, the application form 
must be date-stamped no later than midnight, 
December 31, 1982 to be eligible for considera- 
tion.

Purpose 


The Ontario Farmstead Improvement Program is 
intended to encourage improvements in fencing and 
farm structures and generate local employment across 
the province. 


Term of program 


Beginning: May 13, 1982. Ending: December 31, 1982 


Amount of assistance 


The province will pay, in the form of a grant, 50% 
of the amount of the eligible improvement costs to a 
maximum of $2,000 per farm operation. 

However, grants will be paid only if there is a labour 
cost in the project. 

Eligible improvement costs include: 


wages paid co non-family labour or a contractor's 
labour costs (does not include wages paid to full- 
time farm employees),

. costs for materials and services but only up to an 
amount equal to the wages patd or a contractor's 
Labour costs. 

The funds for the program are made available 

through the Ontario Ministry of < 

Agriculture and Food. 


“Who may apply 


Farmers whose value of farm production is at least 
$12,000, OR who own and farm a minimum of 40 
hectares (100 acres) are eligible for the program. 

A partnership or corporation which satisfies the in- 
come or ownership requirement under this program 
is also eligible. For all partnerships and corporations, 
the maximum grant is the same as for an individual 
producer. A producer may claim the maximum grant 
as an individual or as a member of a partnership or a 
corporation, but not both

Eligible improvements 


The program covers the cost of both materials and 
labour; but does not include personal or family labour. 
a) Fences (line and permanent divisional) 
installation of new wire fences; 
replacement of old fences; 
removal of old fencerows and replacement with 
new wire fences; 
divisional fences for rotational grazing of live- 
stock 
b) Farm structures (outbuildings) 

— painting exterior of farm structures; 


~ installation of new siding on existing structures; 

— repairing/replacement of foundation; 

~ installation or repair of roofing on existing 
buildings. 

Derelict buildings 

— removal of all derelict buildings.

— materials used in making improvements must be 
purchased during the term of the program; 

— improvements will be completed on farms owned 
by the applicanc, 

— all fencing installed must be wire and must comply 
with local fencing bylaws; 

— electric fencing is not eligible; 

— in cases where labour is hired directly by the farm- 
er, the employer must comply with the appropriate 

federal and provincial employment 

legislation.
